E. W. BEATTY. 


Edward Wentworth Beatty, Presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
was bom at Thorold, Ontario, in 1876. 
He moved to Toronto with his parents 
when he was ten years of age. He 
studied in Toronto at the Model 
School, Upper Canada College, Har- 
bord Street Collegiate Institute, Os- 
goode Hall, and the University of Tor¬ 
onto. Graduating from the University 
he began to study law with the firm of 
McCarthy *at Toronto in 1898. In 
1901, Mr. Beatty entered the service 
of the C.P.R. as assistant to the 
General Counsel; in July, 1905, he 
became Assistant Solicitor, in 1910, 
,he was General Solicitor, in 1914, he 
became Chief Counsel and Vice-Pres¬ 
ident. He succeeded Lord Shaugli- 
nessy as President of the C.P.R. in 
1918. Mr. Beatty take a great in¬ 
terest in Canadian education, and in 
addition to being one of the governors 
of McGill University, is Chancellor of 
Queen’s University at Kingston. He 
takes a prominent part in many pub¬ 
lic movements, such as the Navy 
League. 

Mr. Beatty ist he first Canadian- 
born president of the C»P.R. During 
his entire career he had been noted 
for his sound knowledge of human 
affairs.' He is beloved by those who 
are associated with him, and by those 
who work under him. In every 
respect he is a worthy successor of 
the great men who preceded him, as 
president of the C.P.R.

ARE VOID OF TREES 


Many Changes to Take Place in the 
Meighen Government Before 
Dominion Elections. 


Once Heavily Timbered; Fires Be¬ 
lieved to Have Caused Present 
State of Timber Scarcity 


There are persistent rumors that 
several cabinet ministers will resign 
shortly. In the case of Mr. Ballan- 
tyne, minister of marine, it is his in¬ 
tention to retire from public life. 

It is a usual custom for ministers 
to place their resignations in the pre¬ 
mier’s hands prior to an election, so 
the action of Mr. Ballantyne and 
others in doing so is not taken as an 
indication of anything out of the or¬ 
dinary in political circles. 

Sir George Foster member for 
North Toronto, is reported to be re¬ 
tiring and it is thought Sir Henry 
Drayton may contest this seat at the 


Limited 


It is impossible to say what the 
exact causes are which operating for 
centuries, have produced this result 
(lack of trees on the - prairie) but it 
is generally thought by those who 
have given some attention to the sub¬ 
ject, that a large part of what is now 
prairie was not originally so; in fact 
there is direct evidence to show that 
at least some districts which are now 
treeless were originally well timbered. 

Undoubtedly tha chief agency which 
little by little, has caused the prairies 
to encroach on the timbered area is 
the frequently recurring prairie fire. 
It is well known to those familial' 
with the country that, if fires are 
kept out of a district for a number of 
years, small bluffs of poplar spring 
up all around the sloughs and low

The rural home Is rapidly coming 
into its own. There are, however, a 
few more lessons to lear n and a few- 
more .encumbrances to be discarded. 
From an article making a plea for the 
country home the following may be 
noted. “Several narrow misconcep¬ 
tions have had to be or must still be 
remoied; one is that agriculture and 
farmers exist In order that other 
people may live in comfort in cities 
and towns." There is no doubt that 
such an assumption lingers in many 
minds. Ideas aie suggestive, and 
there is a very practical suggestive¬ 
ness about ideas of this sort, tor ex¬ 
ample, such ideas suggest to many of 
the brightest and best country youths 
that the farm is no place for them. 
“From the country,” is considered in 
some quarters as prima facie evidence 
of boorishness and ultra conservatism. 
There is a natural reticence about 
those bred in the country which lends 
itself too easily to suggestions of class 
inferiority. 

The vital spot in the country is -the 
home. If the boys and girls who are 
born there are to remain loyal to it 
the home must be made aware of the 
enticements that lurk about and be 
forearmed against them. The springs 
of lile are - there, and they must be 
kept free from invidious “suggestions 
about the preponderating advantages 
of city or towTi life. The country 
home is one of the most valuable as¬ 
sets a nation has. The next genera¬ 
tion of leaders will come from there.
